of that day, Mr. W. T. Mercer, deserves a’ 


monument. It seems difficult to believe, 
but the absurdity is recorded in our Colonial 
history, that the Governor, Sir Joun Bow- 
R1NG, “opined that it was not the business 
of the Government to furnish individuals 
with water any more than other necessarics 


‘of life, and that! therefore the annual.inoome. 


of the Colony was not fairly applicable to 
“such speculations!” He thought it ought 
to be left to the enterprise of a joint-stock 
conipany, and even then talked in a way ‘to 
frighten uff such enterprise by mentioning 
the probable difficulty of collecting water 
charges from the Chinese. To. do him 
justice, Sir Joun Bownrine had ono excuse, 
that we may regard as natural, though not 
valid. He was very much in love with his 
Praya echeme, and having ulready experi- 
enced on more than one occasion the:pagaive 
resistance that departmentalism can offer .to 
the energy of the most energetic governor, 
he seems to have jumped to the conclusion 
that some of the opponents of bis echeme 
were trumping up these new schemes in 
the hope of diverting funds and so swamp- 
ing liis own. It was left, eventually,. for 
bis successor, Sir Hercutes Rosinson, ito 
take up the matter, and this was done, :we 
read, ‘ with the vigour which characterised 
all his doings,” ably supported by the’ 
Colonial Secretary already mentioned. By 
the year 18638, the works were sufficiently 
advanced to justify a cbarge for water, 
and then our waterless “ drinking fountain” 
was erected in front of the City Hall tite, 
The population at that time was only 
124,850, including 3,149-non-Chinese, The 
first water charge was at the rate of two-per 
cent. on the grogs anounl value of house 
property, as assessed. But it was even then 
realised that the relief was only temporary. 
The population was expected togrow rapidly, 
although, as a fact, it decreased considera

. Remark is frequently made on the ap- 
rent inconsstency which permits the 
arasaing of petty Chinese gumblers—as 

in the case where a few coolies were pro- 

secuted and fined for gambling with matches 

—while racing sweeps and pari-mutuels 

are conducted publicly. It is not easy to 

say why these prosecutions are undertaken, 
or rather, why the Ordinance which inspires 
~ them is allowed to stand. Every law must 
- have an object, but what it is in this case, 
is, as Duxpreary used to say, one of those 
things that no fellow can understsnd. The 
elementary principle established by Mri iu 
his famous essay on “ Liberty” was that 
society could not meddle with the freedow 
of the individual except. for the public 
yood : it had no right to constrain or contro! 
him for hig own good. Rapid mental re- 
view of British law suggests that on the 
_ whole it is based on this principle, the 
anti-gambling laws being an apparent 
exception, It might be argued that re- 
strictions upon gambling are for the common 
good, that gamblers are peculiarly liable to 
neglect their duties to the public, e.g:, the 
duty of maintaining their families ; but. it 
is evident that there are many men who: 
cap gamble and yet perform these duties, 

In their case, an aoti-gambling law meant to 

safeguard duties nut endangered are inequit- 

able. and immoral. In Great Britain it is; 


notorious that the anti-gawbling laws cannot ; 
touch these favoured individuals. But there ; 
ig no need to go outside the Colony for such |

since, in spite of foreign petitions arising 
from a crying need. Sir R, G. MacDonNneELL 
was the next Governor to tackle the sub- 
ject, and. in discussing his efforts, Dr. Erret 
says, “This national vice [gambling], like 
opium smoking and prostitution, but more 
widespread and powerful than either, is 
rooted in an ineradicable, because congenital, 
disease of the’ Chinese social organism.” 
We make this quotation, and refrain from 
analysing it, because it helps to establish 
the point that gambling is too strong a 
feature of human nature to be “ suppressed.” 
Sir R. G. MacDonnett played the part of 
strong man, and his attack upon the gamb- 
ling houses was eminently vigorous and 
practical, if not quite fair. For instance, 
he made “ householders responsible for the 
payment of fines iucurred hy residents or 
lodgers.” Street. gambling continued in 
spite of him, he confessed in a report, in 
which he showed that his ambition was to 
suppress gainbling altogether in the Colony. 
In 1867, he found that he had failed, aud 
decided that prohibition was destructive of 
police morals and ineffective for the purpose 
sought. It was then that licensed houses 
were opened, 118 a “ vent for the irrepressible 
Chinese passion for gambling,” to the sorrow 
of the moralists of that period, With the 
particular question involved we have no 
concern, although, with Dr. Erren, we 
appreciate and sympathise with Sir R. G. 
MacDonnett’s position. A draft. Bill after- 
wards submitted, for the repression of 
gambling, was rejected on the ground that 
“no person in the Colony would te safe.”

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THE DANGER TO CHINA.

Although there is some truth in the idea 
that the masses in China have been in- 
duced by the result of the Russo-Japanese 
War to look with less respect upon 
foreigners generally, it can hardly be sup- 
‘aaehe that a similar view has been taken 
y the official classes or that it will greatly 
affect the relations of China with foreign 
nations unless some unexpected local dis- 
turbances should occur. With regard to the 
anti-foreign feeling which bas unfortunately 
been of late manifested in various directions, 
it is natural to conclude that it resalts 
from the spectacle of a neighbouring 
Eastern nation haviog been able successfully 
to wage war a a fureign Power aod 
more especially against Russia, which 
country was being looked upon as the most 
formidable menace to Chins. The possibi- 
lity of this contingency arising is s0 obvious 
that there-is ‘a danger of overestimating it, 


and what may really be only special 
illustrations of the old anti-foreign feeling

In rep'y to a letter fro |the secretary -of 
the Board instructing the Hongkong Steam 
Laundry Co. to whitewash certain woodwork, 
the manager wrote stating that the walle of 
their premises were entirely of glass and iron, 
the only woodwork being the framing to the glaus 
and cei tain partitions in the offices. The Board 
surely did not intend to make! them whitewash 
this like dattle pens, therefare he asked that 
somebody be allowed to visit] the laundry ‘and 
point ont which parts of| the woodwork 
were {o be limewnshed, or whether paint could 
be used. The offices were not the lauodry, and 
the laundry bye-laws were meant for Chinese 
where coolies ale and slept among the cluthes, 
No one lived in the steam laundry, and it seemed 
absurd to apply the same regulations to their 
premises. 1 

Mr. Hewe'!T minuted: |The applicition 
should be granted. I see that the secrela 
under date of February 22nd states “he is 
directed by the Hoard” to write that the wood- 
work must be limewashed. I bave no recollection 
of the question being before the Board. 

The M.O.H. minuted: I|do not think we 
can say that regulations and bye-laws only. 
apply to Chinese and not to Europeans. But 
of course there is the power of the Board to 
exempt where such a course ig re:sonable.. The 
Board has already held that painted woodwork 
if cleinsed need not be limewashed. “Would 
the A.M.O.H. kindly see what he cao do in 
the matter. I suggest that/the Board allow 
the laundry to paiut the woodwork instead of 
limewashing. .

- The. following jury was empauelled— Messrs. 
C.-M: G. Burnie (foreman), W. E. Craig, John 
‘Ruchan, B. J. Spittles A.O. Lang, H. Haines 
Q. L. Hales. 

. The Attorney-General in opening said the 
passage tickets would be put in and the jury 
would have. little hesitation in coming to the 
conclusion that they were very clever forgeries, 

~in this case the name of the steamer Loosook 
having been filled in. Evidence would be given 

to.the effect that when prisoner was arrested 

and his place searched a large number of those 

tickets was found, clearly indicating that he was 
engaged in extensive frauds on the steamboat 
company. It was not a difficult forgery by 

| reason of the many blanks. The prisoner was 
detected in the following manner, A native went 
to a hong where the tickets were authorised to 
be sold in order to purchase passage tickets for 
friends of his who wished to proceed to Bangkok. 

There he was informed that there were none 

left, but prisoner who happened to be present 
and overhear the conversation accosted the 
applicant and told him he could procure tickets 
for bim at the Yuen Fat hong. ‘Ihe applicant 
agreed to take the tickets and told him to bring 
them to his shop that evening. Prisoner did 
so, and said he would call again for the money, 
the price being $11 for each of the eighteen 
tickets, The native, who knew the ordinary 
price was $13 each, sent his foki next day to the 
steamer to ascertain if the tickets were genuine. 

He did not return and when the witness went to 

the steamer he found that his foki had been 

detained and he was himself arrested. Subse- 
quently the-police were informed and when they 

_ arrested prisoner they found a book containing 

81 fo tickets, all chopped and ready for use. 

‘Besides the native in question, another man 

would speak to purchasing tickets from prisoner 

at $12 each. ; 

Evidence having been adduced at length, the 
jury returned a verdict of guilty, and prisoner 
was sentenced to five years’ imprisonment.

Mr. Slade said tht appeal was from a decision 
of the Chief Justice given in the early part o 
this year. They should not have ventured t 
specs becauss to a large extent it was a questio 
of fact had it not been for the very materia! 
question of how far the burden of proof should 
affect the decision of that case. In order to 
make the points clear he thought it would be 
woll to relate the facts as nearly aa possible 
in chronological order. The ‘plaintiff, a 
woman, judving by the name, had obtained 
an injunctiun by the Court against the Wing 
Kee firm in J aly of last year. The Win 
Kee firm carried on the business of the K 
Shing Theatre, the managing partner of which 
was Pang Hok-chu. In 19'3 the Fung Kat 
bank’s managing partner was Yuen Kok: 
cho. At the end of 1904 this man;by reason of 
his extravagance and carelessness in adminis: 
tration br. ught the bank to a state of insolvency 
and was removed from his position by the other 
partners, and-the defendant Lan Sui-chai was 
appointed in his place. He was really appointed 
to wind up the affairs of the bank. The previous 
manager went bankrupt in the summer of 1905 
and died in December, 1905. It appeared from 
the evidence that he had made foans to the 
Wing Kee firm to a considerable amount, and 
algo that he was in receipt of $30a month from 
that firm pot to press them for repayment of 
their loans. Apparently that payment was also 
made to induce him to bring more capital into 
the firm. While he was manager of the 
bank in December, 1903, he subscribed out 
of the funds of the bank $1,5'0 to the Wing 
Kee fiem as and for a share. The position of 
this man whom he had described as a manager 
of the bank was a matter of somo interest, 
perbaps more in relation to his creditors than 
in relation to the immediate facts of that case. 
He strenuously denied that he was a partner ib 
the Wing Kee firm, perhaps not uonaturally, as 
the firm was not in a satisfactory condition, but 
he had been compelled toadmit under examipation 
that he was one of the promoters of the firm, 
that he received.a tenth part of the profits, and 
that Le had signed a number of promissory notes 
for money borrowed by the firm, in his own 
name and not as manager, which would limit his 
liability. This man stated that the defendant 
Lau Sui-chi had several interviews with him and 
he further stated that this money, $1,500, which 
was brought by Yuen Kok Cho from the bank 
was taken by him to the Ko Shing Theatre and 
there paid over to the manager, an entry being 
then made in the partnership book. That and 
the cash book of the firm were produced, in 
which it appeared that the sum of $1,500 was 
paid, and it appeared that il was entered under 
two hong names. The story of the witness 
was contradicted in every material point by 
the two witnesses called for the defence, 
by the defendant himself and by the assistant 
accountant, who was the sole member of 
the staff of the bank still resident in Hong- 
kong. It was also contradicted by the books 
of the bank which his Lordship had held to be 
genuine books and properly kept. It appeared 
on the face of those books that the money was 
paid over to Yuen Hop Cho in the bank on that 
date. It appeared that the Wing Kee firm had 
pressed this man to do something fer the $30 a 
month they paid to him, and he put in that $1,500 
which he had obtained at very little expense to 
himself out of the bank. Proceeding, he con- 
tended that the burden of proof was undeniably 
on those persons who wished to impose that 
very serious liablity upou the defendant, and he 
poi: ted to the remarkable fact that though he 
was said to be the only partner resident in 
Hongkong, yet the present manager of Ko 
Shing was not aware of it. Agaio this woman 
Chan Ip Shi had not attempted to obtain 
the fruits of ber judgment from any: other 
but defendant, who was being made liable for 
the debts of the company. All the facts raised 
a certain amount of suspicion, and if to that 
were added the very material discrepancies in the 
evidence which he had pointed out, he thought 
their Lordships would be very unwilling to 
saddle the defendant with the heavy responsi- 
bility which a decision adverse to him would 
involve, 


Mr. Pollock efterwards addressed: the Court, 
replying to the arguments-of Mr. Slade.

Mr. Looker argued that it was not necessary 
to obtain the godown warrant and the promissory 
note to constitute a valid pledge. All that was 
necessary to constitute a‘ valid pledge war that 
the pledger should doliver the gcods actually or 
constructively to the pledgee. The question 
was whether bis clients had a valid pledge. If 
they had a valid pledge their right was gocd 
against the trustee and the creditors. 

Legal debate ensued, after which his Lordship 
said it would be more convenient to adjourn the

Following our brief report on Wednesday’ of 
the collision which occurred betweon the 
Japanese steamer “Daini Kotobira Maru” 
and the Norwegian 8.8. “ Brand,” we have since 
been supplied with further particulars It 
appears that the collision occurred about five 
o'clock on Tuesday morning off Pedro Blanco, 
an island some 60 miles from Hongkong. Both 
vessels were bound for this port, the “ Kotohita 
Maru ” from Karatsu and the “ Brand” from 
Shanghai. A thick fog prevailed when the 
vessels collided. The Japsnese steamer was 
struck on the starboard side of No. 5 hold, 
which soon filled with water, while the bow of 
the “ Brand " is said to be considerably damaged 
In a cabin above the No. 5 hold of -the 
“ Kotobira' Maru" three men were asleep when 
the vessels struck. Asa result of the collision 
one was killed and the other two injured. 
Aprarently the two vessela were only a little 
distance apart exchanging signals in the fog, 
and the Japanese ship desiring to get near the 
shore changed her course with the result. that 
the collision ocourred. The “Kotohira Maru” 
atrived safely in the harbour at about two 
o'clock yexterday afternron, but had to be 
beached at Wanchai. Discharging will probably. 
be commecced this morning, and when oom- 
pleted the vessel will be docked for repairs.—

ANTI-FORRIGN NUNSENSE FORBIDDEN. 

Viceroy Shum received tha following 
Imperial Edict by cable from the Central Gov- 
ernment, Peking : — ’ 

“This Imperial Edict comman Is all Tartar- 
Generals, Viceroys and Governors of avery 
Province to strictly prohibit the people from 
speading anti-foreiga gossip likely to deosiy e 
the people; to give protection to toreiga 
persons aad their property, and also all the 
Churches and Missionary buildings,” Viceroy 
Shum has issued a proclamation to the 
people embodying the Imperial order. 

PROPOSED STEAMER LINE TO KINGCHOW. 

Last year Viceroy Shum ordered Taotai 
Heung Man-wing to raise the necessary capital 
to form a steamship company to run a line of 
steamers between Canton and Kingchow, the 
company to be rua on similar lines to the China 
Merchants’ 8. N. Co. Heung Man-wing sent 
delegates to Hongkong and Kingchow, he bim- 
self working here. They have now been at 
work for the last three months but have achieved 
nothing. Heung Man-wing bas now laid the 
matter before the Sin Hau-kuk and bas requested 
them to devise means to assist him in raising the 
necessary capital. It is eaid in reliable quarters 
that the seheme will fall to the ground, as the 
gentry and merchants are not prepared to offer 
their support in the matter. %
